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ABSTRACT 

The new name Namaquamyia is provided for the genus Namamyia Stuckenberg, 2000 (Diptera: 
Vermileonidae), a homonym of Namamyia Banks, 1905, a genus of Trichoptera. 


DISCUSSION 

The genus Namamyia Stuckenberg, 2000 was established for a new species of 
Vermileonidae discovered at a site in northern Namaqualand. The generic name was 
based on that of the precolonial inhabitants of the region, namely the Nama people, also 
called Namaquas. 

I am grateful to Dr A. P. Nimmo of the Department of Biological Sciences, University 
of Alberta, for drawing my attention to the nearctic genus Namamyia Banks, 1905 in 
Trichoptera. This name may have been based on the Greek word nama (a spring or 
stream). 


Genus Namaquamyia, nom. nov. 

Namamyia Stuckenberg, 2000: 185. Type species Namamyia manselli Stuckenberg, 2000: 187. [Preoccupied 
by Namamyia Banks, 1905.] 

Etymology: Refers to Namaqualand, the semi-desert bordering the Atlantic seaboard 
of South Africa, with myia (G.), a fly; feminine. 
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
